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To the Chairman and Members of the 
Cranbrook Rural District Council, 


MR. CHAIRMAN, LADIES AND GENTLEMEN, 


I have the honour to submit my Annual Report for the year 1961. The 
Report is prepared on the lines indicated in the Ministry of Health 
Circular No, 1/62 dated 18th January, 1962. 


The total number of Births registered during the year was 201 compared 
with 198 in 1960. The number of births per thousand of the population was 
13.4, (the corresponding rate for 1960 was 13,1) and this rate when 
corrected for comparison with other districts, and England and Wales as a 
whole, was 13,9, The Birth Rate for England and Wales was 17.4. 


There was a decrease in the number of Deaths, 1/79 were registered 
during the year compared with 213 in 1960. The Death Rate per thousand 
of the population was 12.0, (14.0 in 1960). This rate, corrected for 
comparison with other districts, and England and Wales as a whole, was 9.2, 
The Death Rate for England and Wales was 12.0. 


The number of deaths in children under the age of one year was seven, 
giving an Infant Mortality Rate of 34.8. The corresponding rate for 
England and Wales was 21.4. In 1960 there were six deaths in this age 
group which gave the Infant Mortality Rate of 30.3. 


The Neonatal Death Rate (the number of Deaths in infants under four 
weeks per 1,000 live births) was 24.32. The corresponding death rate for 
England and Wales being 15.5. 
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The Perinatal Death Rate (the number of deaths in infants under 
one week per 1,000 live births ) was U..9 compared with a rate of 52.2 for 
England and Wales, 


Deaths from the various forms of Cancer numbered 26 during the year 
and this total included eight deaths from Lung Cancer, The following 
table shows deaths from Lung Cancer during the last ten years:-

The Cancer death rate was 1.7 compared with 1,98 in 1960. 


Tuberculosis. 


Two new cases of pulmonary tuberculosis were notified 
during the year and three deaths occurred in patients who 
had already been notified as suffering from tuberculosis 
but only two of these deaths were attributable to this 
disease, The tuberculosis death rate was .13. ‘Two 
cases of non-pulmonary tuberculosis were notified, 
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Infectious Disease. 


The total number of notifications of infectious disease received 
during the year was 730, as compared with 151, in 1960. ‘The main 
increase in notifications was due to the Measles Epidemic - in all, 

643 cases were notified, No deaths were recorded during the epidemic 
and generally speaking the disease was of a mild type. Nineteen cases 
of Whooping Cough and six of Scarlet Fever were notified. 


Food Poisoning, 


61 cases of Food Poisoning were notified throughout the year and 
this number included an outbreak in a boarding school. Although 
routine investigations were carried out, the causal organism was not 
discovered, The outbreak was of a mild character, 


Poliomyelitis. 


I am pleased to report that no cases of Poliomyelitis occurred in 
the Rural District. One case, however, was reported from another 
district in a child which had temporarily moved out of the Rural 
District. 


Arrangements for prophylactic vaccinations against this disease 
were continued throughout the year by the County Health Department 
and all people under the age of 40 were offered vaccination. Details 
of the special clinics for adults can always be obtained from the Local 
Health Visitor. The response in the younger age groups has been very 
satisfactory, but I would appeal to persons in the 15-40 age group to 
avail themselves of the facilities offered either through their own 
private practitioner or through the clinics, It is hoped that every- 
one in the priority classes will avail themselves of the vaccination 
offered against this crippling disease, The table on page 15 shows 
the number of children and other persons who received a course of 
injections in the Rural District during the year, 


Informationregarding the number of persons receiving inoculations 
against Diphtheria and Whooping Cough and Smallpox vaccinations appear 
in the tables set out on pages 1k and 16 of this Report. These details 
have been supplied by the County Medical Officer, to whom I offer my 
thanks. 
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I am indebted to Mr. G. Longley, Surveyor and Chief Public Health 
Inspector for the details supplied in his report on pages 19 to 32. 


Finally I offer my thanks to the Council, particularly the Chairman 
and Members of the Health Committee, to the Chief Officers for their 
valuable support, and also to the staff of the Health Department for 
their loyal support and efficient manner in which they have performed 
their duties during the year,

A compulsory order for his removal was obtained and he 
was admitted to Part III accommodation. 

He settled in his new surroundings and no further action for the 


renewal of the Order was necessary.

WATER SUPPLIES. 


The district is well served by the mains of the Mid Kent Water Company 
and the supply, other than that in the parish of Frittenden is drawn from 
wells and bores in the Ashford Sand formation at Goudhurst, where it is treated 
to remove iron and manganese. During the year the Company laid a total of 
3,769 yards of mains as follows:-

The work of improvement to the North Road and Underhill Works at 
Goudhurst is well under way. 


HOUSING. 

During the year 89 houses have been erected, 14 by the Council and 75 
by private enterprise. In addition 4 new dwellings have been provided by 
conversion, 

Discretionary Grants for improvements have been agreed for 17 houses, 
and in respect of conversion providing four new dwellings. Standard Grants 


have been agreed for 38 houses. 


No clearance areas were represented during the year, 
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Six individual houses were represented to the Council as being unfit 
and incapable of repair at a reasonable cost, and undertakings were given 
by the owners as to their future use. 


Four undertakings given in previous years were cancelled as the 
dwellings have been renovated and brought up to standard,
